THE REPUBLIC CONFRONTED BY GREAT 
AND CONSPICUOUS DANGERS.

Bishop Fetter“ e Address Before the Phi 
Betta Kappa of Harvard College—The 
Evils of Party Spoile and Political Cor- 
ruption—The Great Pension Burden— 
Scholars and State Duties. 


New Yorn, June %,-—The following is a 
brief synopsis of the address delivered to-day 
before the Phi Beta Kappa of Harvard by 
Bishop Potter. 

The speaker, aftera brief reference to the 
pleasures of these reunions, said that all that 
was personal and had chletly to do with one- 
self. Continuing, he ald. 

„The scholar, however, is part of a larger 
whole, larger than the college, lareer than 
the partnerships, domestic, commercial 
or professional, into which he passes 
as he 2008 out from *college 
walls. Does it ever occur to him to challenge 
himself as he comes back here to-day as to 
what be has dane for that larger—nay, for as 
who are American citizens, that largest 
whole? Helsthechild not only of hisaima 
mater, butaiso of a great republic, and the 
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privileges which, whether here or elsewhere, . 


he has enjoyed have largely come to him be- 
cause of those provisions for thelr existence 
und wmaittenance whieh come to him 
from tbe State. And 830 to-day, my 
brothers, as amid these festive interchanges 
you felicitate yourselves upon the growth of 
your alma mater, as you wateh with some- 
thing of wonder if not of awe, the stately 
progress of her later years, as you catch the 
echoes of those jubilant cheers which have 
hailed her victories on many a worthy field, 
may we not wisely scan fora little taut wider 
field which lies beyond these scenes and ask 
ourselves What part we have boroe, not alone 
in serving and ennobling the university, but 
in serving and ennobling the State? The 
echolar and the State—this is my theme during 
the few moments tbat your rare favor youch- 
safes tome. Forgive me if l speak to it witha 
the plainness which, as lam profoundly per- 
suaded, the hour demande, even if your judg- 
ments Mey not quite approve. The repubiic 
at this moment is confronted by three con- 
spicuvus dangers, which, while they 
may not be those which all of us may 
own a8 most grave, have, nevertheless, 
a typical and representative eharacter whose 
significance it is not easy to overestimate. 
Let me speak of them briefly for a few mo- 
meuts and then of those more particular ob- 
ligations which their existence devolves upon 
scholars. No sysiem of government has won 
more hearty encomiums from those trained 
undef alien skies und rule than our own, and 
no one who has read tne preamble and review 
of our political institutions by that eminent 
and gifteq Englishman, Prof. James bryce, 
— ee we owe the two volumes enti- 
tie 
‘THE AMERICAN COMMONWEALTH.’ 
can rise from them without a profound sense 
of the great possibilities of so nobly eon 
celved and so firmiy balanced a system of 
government institated under conditions 80 
exceptionably favorable to its success. But, 
as De logueviile pointed out iong ago, the 64 
ceilende and delicacy of a vastcivic mech- 
anism only the more demands intelligent, 
prudent and reverent handiing. With the 
rare foresight and penetration which will 
make bim tor all time a teaeher to the 
Deople, he wrote nearly three-fourths of a cer- 
tury ago: ‘It would seem as if the rulers of 
our times ought only to use men to make 
things great. I wish they would try a little 
more to make great men; that they would set 
less Value upon the work and more upon the 
workmen; that they would never forget that 
a nation cannot long remuin strong when 
every man belonging to it is individually 
weak, and no formof combination of social 
policy has vet been devised to 
make an energetic people out of a community 
ol pusillanimous and enleeblied citizens. 
And yet one would think that no system bad 
ever been devised more effectually to dispar- 
age the work and to degrade into pusiilan- 
imous and enfeebled citizenship the work- 
man than that system of civil service which 
lor the last fity years and never more ver- 
sistentiy than of late has been striving to es- 
tabiish itself among this people. A policy of 
favoritism which makes partisan service the 
substantial basis for political preferment 
and A fine disdain for the element 
of personal fitness, whatever the 
place or task which exacts only so much com- 
potency as can rescue the piace holder from 
absolute disgrace; this has come to be the 
warcry which treats every political contest 
as simply a scramble for personal emolament. 
That such a view of the service of the Gov- 
ernment should be held by some Tuecan 
bandit escaped ont of his Trans Alpine fast- 
nesses to prey upon Our unsuspecting Inestitu- 
tions wouldn't be occasion för surprise. 
But that it bas come to be the deliberate con- 
viction of men in bigh place among us 
and that this new gospel of unscrupulous 
seif-seeking is openly prociaimed asthe only 
spell powerful enough to maintain a healthy 
and active interest in our political iastitu- 
tions; that, in other words, there is nag in- 
stinct of patriotism strong enough to con- 
strain aman to active participation in the 
olitical « lite of the pation, un- 
ess there dangles before him all 
the while the possible prize which 
he may snatch out of the sharmeiess strife— 
this certainly is a teaching which may wen 
make all honest peopie flush with keen and 
indignantshame. For, in close touch with it, 
there stands plainly enough, the inevitable 
corollary that no man who serves the State 
only from such motives will scruple to sacri. 
flee public Interest to private ende, whenever 
he can er, do so, and indeed that so other 
ec obligation than this is widely 
prevalent, is indicated bythe painful fact to 
which one finds it difficult to allude 
with becoming delicacy and reserve that great 
parties and great personages are able in this 
matter to #ffirm on piatform and ia offivial 
pronunciamentos and with such solemuity, 
virtnes, which, in practice, they find it no 
less easy, With«pen and brazen impunity to 
FLOUT AND DISREGARD. 
Buch a situation, gentiemen, disguise or dis- 
pute it as men muy, never can be belittied or 
ignored a8 a Mere partisan issue. It is an 
issue ot morals, itis a question of common 
honesty; for men in civic power 
are simply the servants of the State 
aod the public serviee is a pubiic 
trust, abuse or inalleasauce in which le not a 
less Lut a greater crime than anfaithfuiness to 
a private trust. And that Drings me to speak 
of another danger which threatensthe eafet 
of the Republic and concerning which I thin 
the duty of all scholars ts fully clear and im- 
erative. Out of the evils to which I have 
lust referred there has grown, not unsstu- 
rally, another, which, im its enfeebDiing and 
corrupting possibilities is a matter of por- 
tentlous import. Mr. Lecky in hie History 
of Eurvpean Morals’’ has drawn an impressive 
picture of the decadence of Roman greatness 
underthe deterioration of the R man con- 
quests. By the wealth rung from her by the 
barbarians, the dominant eciass, fushbed with 
success and cebilitated by self-indulgence, 
the imperial policy soon became one pre- 
eminentiy of profuse indulgence, It was 
exusier to bribe the unemployed to 
silence than to devise efficicient meth- 
ods tor their employment and powerful 
citizens provided for their trains of depend- 
ents by largesses of corn and money paid 
directly fro the public treasury. There was 
thus secured to them a docile and subserv- 
lent constituency, and as Gibbons shows, the 
time came when the mercenary spirit so far 
prevailed over every other that when, after 
the murder of Pertinax by the Pewrtorian 
guard, Suiphicianus undertook to treat for 
the imperial dignity, the more prudent of 
the Pretorians, apprehensive that in this pri- 
vate contract they should not obtale a just 
price for the commodity, ran out upon the 
ramparts and with a loud volce claimed 
thatthe Roman Empire was to be disposed of 
by public auction to the highest bidder.

The men in the freight 
houses of the Mobile & Ohio road were 
granted the increase which they demanded 
and went to work this morning. The Van- 
Galla andthe Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
brought in a quantity of laborers from up the 
toad and they started to work handling the 
freight. They were getting it out of the way 
rapidly when there was heard a shouting and 
roar of voices. A vrowd of strike’sfuil of 
enthusiasm and perhaps some liquor came 
surging in through the open doors of the C., 
B. & Q. freight house. 

**Git out and quit work, they yelled at the 
men who were handling the freight. 

Get out or you'll be run in, answered a 
dozen biue-coated policemen, who came 
striding towards the door with uplifted clubs. 

They got“ in considerable haste and re- 
treated in great disorder. As the other houses 
were similarly guarded they made no efforts 
to cause sny further trouble and dispersed. 

The Louisville & Nashville employes have 
signified their willingness to return to work 
and they will probably do so this afternoon. 

THE AGENTS MEET. 

A mecting of the agents was held this morn- 
ing in the Elks’ club rooms to discuss the 
situation. Only afew were present, and the 
meeting, which lasted only about fifteen min- 
utes, was devold of any interesting features, 
as nothing was done. It was expected that 
the superintendents of the different roads 
would meet in company with the agents, but

THE STRIKERS’ COMMITTERS. 

Of the 480 platform met who walked out of 
the East St. Louls freight depots yesterday 
morning on a atrike for 10 cent. 
an bour and extra pay for overtime, 
about sixty are at work this afternoon. 
There seems to have been more or less mis 
understanding between the agents and the 
freight bhandiers, and as yet neither appears 
to have a clear knowledge of the intentions 
of the other. Thestrike was begun without 
previous notice, and some of the agents 
claim that they had not been officially in- 
formed up to noon to-day as to what the de- 
mends o. their men really were. Ine strikers 
have autborized a committee to deal with the 
agents. The committeemen are about to-day 
and will probably have interviewed ali 
the agents before night. At II a. m. to-day 
the agent of the Indianapolis 4 St. Louis 
road, said he had not yet been waited upon 
by the committee, but intimated that he was 
ready to concede to any reasonable demands 
the men might make when they saw fit to 
call upon him. Before noon the commit- 
tee entered his office, but they failed to come 
to terms and the men are still out. The agent, 
though wiliing to settle the matter, preferred 
to await the result ofa meeting of the agents 
which was held in 88. Louis this afternoon. 

The sixty strikers who have returned to work 
are the Mobile & Ohio men. The M. 4 O. agent 
partially agreed to their terms yesterday 
afternoon and effected a settiement with 
them early in the forenoon to-day. The terms 
agreed to stipulate that the men shall receive 
a uniform rate of 15 cents an hour, with no in- 
crease in the rate for overtime.

NEW HAVEN’S SENSATION, 


Ex-Mayer Sperry Commits Suicide on Ac- 
ceunt of Financial Troubles. 


Naw HAVEN, Conn., June 26.—Lucien We 
Sperry, one of New Haven’s most prominent 
citizens not many years since, shot and killed 
himself this morning at 11 o’clock. He 
was 70 years ola and had served the 
city as Mayor and represented it in 
the Legislature. He was a descend- 


ant of one of the earliest families of New 
Haven. The suicide was caused by financial 
troubles. Mr. Sperry was, some years ago, 
2 to be trustee of an estate valued 

$16,000. Within the past few weeks

| HIGH WINDS TO-DAY, 
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A Number of Cases of Overheating Reported 
From Different Portions of the City 
Several Cases of Inselation Result Fatally 
—Hourly Readings ef the Thermometer— 
What the Weather Clerks Say. 


At 1:30 o’clock this afternoon a very severe 


wind and rain storm 
over the west end of the city trav- 
eling northwest, but ite presence 


was scarcely perceptidle east of Twelfth 
street. The approach of the storm-cloud 
was heralded by a darkness which was im- 
mediately followed by a strong gust of 
wind. Then came a jull, then a stronger 
gust and then rain in torrents, The rain fell 
in such quantities in some parts of the city in 
westand northwest, that the sewers were 


ehoked and the water flooded the 
streets, The storm was on in full 
force in less than two minutes 


and was over in ten minutes. It caught many 
out unprotected, A number of excavations for 
cellars were flooded in ashort time and men 
were compelled to leave work for the day 
on account of the dirt walls caving in. 

The wind did no other damage than to blow 
down several trees and loose bricks on chim- 
neys and roofs. No serious accident as a re- 
sult of the blow was reported. 

TREES BLOWN DOWN. 

The wind blew quite hard on Wasb and the 
neighboring streets from Eighteenth street to 
Jeflerson avenue. A heavy rain fell in that 


section for fifteen or twenty min- 
utes, but the wind did not last 
long. The only damage done by it was to 


trees. A large tree which stood on the south 
side of Wash street jost east of Jefferson 
avenue was biown down and the wind 
also biew down a tree at the southwest 
corner of Eighteenth and Wash streets and 
anotber on Wash, between Twentieth and 
Twenty-first streets. There was also a tree 
blown down on Carr, between Eighteenth and 
Nineteenth streets. Lightning struck the 
building at the southeast corner of I'wenty- 
first street and Franklin avenue, breaking a 
pane of glass Ina window in the third story. 
A DROP OF 26 DEG. 

The thermometer registered $2 deg. in the 
shade on the roof of the Custom-house a mo- 
‘ment before the storm came up, and in 
twenty-five minutes dropped 26 deg., or 
1 deg. a minute, until the storm 
passed over. When the sun found its way 
through the clouds again the mercury shot up 
twice as fast as it went down and at 2:30 p. m. 
it again registered 90 degrees. 

The storm is merely local and indicates noth- 
ing to the weather prophet. This morning 
the low barometer was in Dakota, where 
it has been for nearly a week, 
and one high barometer was in Eastern Louis- 
lana. Another high barometer was making 
its appearance in Washington Territory, 
just entering the United States. The 
only hope for this city with the two nearest 
barometers so widely apart is that the new 
comer in Washington Territory will cause a 
disturbance and raise a wind, 

It is predicted that slight showers will fall 
through a sunny day to-morrow and may 
continue fortwo days. 

The first heat case at the Dispens to-day 
arrived at8o’clock this morning. he un- 
fortunate was William Leroy, a clerk, who 


was picked up at Seventeenth and Market 
streets. He was completely ros- 
trated, and though repeated efforts 
were made by Drs. Priest and Jacobson 


to restore him to consciousness, he was still 
In a comatose state when he was sent to the 
City Hospital at 10 o’clock. His condition 
was pronounced very serious. 

Harry Broadwell, a carpenter, living at 4361 
St. Louls avenue, “succumbed tothe heat at 
9:30 o’clock this morning while working at 
Compton and Franklin avenues. He was 
treated atthe Dispensary, trom whence he 
was sent to bis home, much improved. 

PROSTRATED BY THE HEAT. 

Wm. Leroy, a clerk, was found insensible in 
bed at his room, Eleventh and Market streets, 
this mone Ss, having been prostrated during 
the night bythe heat. He was sent to the 
City Hospital via the Dispensary. He will 
probably die.

Counsellor Bell Returns From Washington 
With |Geod News—The Authorities 
Already Discussing a New Superviser— 
The Schedules te Be Shipped te Wash- 
ingten Te-Night.—Gen. Noble Urges the 
People of St. Louis to Agitate. 


Supt. Porter has thrown the doors 
open on census returns and authorized the 
supervisors to give out estimates of the popu- 
lation of the various towns in thelr Saanen, 
He, says in histelegram that the cehseus of 
these places isa matter of interest in the dik- 
te: ent localities, and as most of the schedules 
are now on their way to Washington, he secs 
no harm in making the returns known, but be 
cautions the supervisors to be careful to let 18 
be clearly understood that what they make 
public is merely an approximation and 
not an actual count. Ma. Weigel says 
that this orde. will be nl 80 far as satisfying 
the curiosity of the people at present is con- 
cerned, because the enumerators in all the 
towne of the district have one month in whch 
to take the census and that month does not 
expire until July. Their returns, therefore, 
are not in, and he has no figures which he can 
give out. , 
SHIPPING THE RETURNS. 

The screws will de put in the boxes to-day 
and to-night the returns as they have been 
made up will be sent forward, and 88. Louis 
upon that showing will be eredited with a 
population of about 433,000. 

In discussing the complaints which bave 
been made about the census Maj. Weigel said 
that it was not fair for business houses to 
send in their pay rolle as missed by the 
enumerator,’’ because no calle were made at 
the business house. Every one was 


taken at thelr sieeping-plece, and none 
ot the numerators called at busl- 
ness houses, so to count veryoue ia a busi- 
ness house, as skipped because they had not 
been called on at their place of business mis- 
represented the census and was unfair, That 
is true, but Maj. Weigel forgets that the Post. 
DISPATCH pointea out hundreds of omissions 
from business houses, but not ot the nature 
be describes. The m ployes were asked one 
day to inguire at their homes whether they 
bad been enumerated and pext day they 
made their reports, and then it was learned 
that they had not been taken at 
elther place. There is no unfairness about 
this. It is apm, straight investigation, and 
it has proved in hundreds of instances that 
the census was inaccurate. Instead of the 
business bouses being unfair to the census 
enumerators the census enumerators have 
been unfair to the business houses, for they 
have sent the word abroad that St. IE. bas 
only about 433,000 inhabitants, when every 
enumerator knows she has more. 
THE OMISSIONS 
bave been numerous andsome of them very 
remarkable. For inetance, the Home ofthe 
Friendiess, on Broadway and Osceola street, 
has been missed and its 2 UA vo occu- 
ants have not been counted t isa large 
ouse, standing In tbe cent-r ofa big lot and 
quite a prominent building.

Bome Facts About the Sig Concern Engin- 
eered by Mr. Gibbs. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DISPATCR. 

New Tonk, June 26.—It is believed in some 
quarters that W. W. Gibbs of Philadelphia, 
who was prominently identifed with the 
Poughkeepsie bridge scheme and is now 
largely interested in the construction of the 
Pennsylvania, Poughkeepsie & Boston Rall- 
road, is one of the promoters of the American 
Gas Investment Co., whose certificate of in- 


corporation, with a capital stock of $50,000, 000, 
was fied at Trenton, N. J., on Tuesday last. 
The objects of the company, as set forth in 
ite charter are to construct, acguire, own, 
manage and operate works for the manu- 
facture, distribution and supply of light, beat 
and power by gas, electricity or otherwise, 
and generally to carry on any Dusiness in- 
cidental thereto, and to acquire the stocks 
and securities of other corporations formed 
for any similar purpose, and to deal ip same. 
In Trenton dispatches itis claimed that the 
American Gas luvestment Co. is simply a new 
name for the Chicago Gas Trust, which, itis 
known, bas been considering the question 
of reorganization under a Jersey 
or some other similiarly iiberal charter. The 
same impression prevailed yesterday in Wall 
street and other down-town business circies 
to a certain extent, but, on the other hand, 
there were those who held that Mr. Gibbs was 
a prime mover in the scheme. It is a fact 
that some time ago the Philadelphia finan: 
cler was identified with a movement to com- 
bine capitalists of this country and Europe in 
aproject which had as ite modestaim the 
gobbiing up all the gas plants on the American 
and kuropean continents. Ihe Anglo-Amer- 
ican Co., or some such title as that was 
the style by which the syndicate was to be 
known aud the capital was placed at $50,000, - 
000. In this connection it is interesting to 
note that Samuel Uuter meyer, well-known

THE AULERITES ANGRY. 


THEY WILL MAKE AN EFFORT TO DEPRIVE 
MR. KOENIG OF MEMBERSHIP. 


They Will Also Appeal From the Decision 
ot the Circuit Judges te the Supreme 
Court—Their Counsel Uses Some Harsh 
Language—The Millerites Jubilant Over 
the Result, aud Say They Will Now Get 
Dewn to Work.

Considering the state of the weather and the 
amount of their pent up indignation, it was 
wonder that the Aulerites did not boll over 

to-day. The day was so hot that undue ex- 
citement was likely to bring on prostration, 
and they therefore refrained from giving any 
violent demonstrations of theirfeelings.

WANT Sr. LOUIS CONNECTIONS. 

„„The people of Southern Kansas have long 
been desirous of forming close relations with 
the 8t. Louis market, said Mr. Armstrong, 
‘‘as we are not at all satisfied with the pres- 
ent condition of affairs. We have now in 
Wichita only two elevators, of not more than 
25,000 bushels capacity each, and these are en- 
tirely inadequate to supply our neods. The 
consequence is that wheat growers have been 
at a great disadvantage, and a large number 
have given up raising wheat and used their 
lands for other purposes, as is shown in the 
considerably decreased wheat acreage or the 
adjacent counties. The grain raised in our sec- 
tion of the country is peculiarly suited to the 


St. Louis market and we would send nearly all 
of itthere if we could only have proper trans- 
portation facilities. Some ot the poorer qual- 
ity would still goto Chicago, but by far the 
greatest proportion would be shipped to St. 
Louts. Te st. Louis grades are famous all 
over the world, the flour made here ie better 
than that of any other city, and wheat of a 
certain grade of weight and plumpness finds 
a better market here than anywhere else. Our 
Wichita wheatand some of that of Northern 
Texas is of this quality and naturally seeks 
the St. Louis market. 

BUT IN HANDLING 
and sbipping we meet with so many dim. 
culties that very frequently we are unable to 
to avall ourselves ofthe best market, and 
have to send our grain to Chicagu or Kansas 
City. Chicago men practically control, di- 
rectly or indirectly, thesmall elevator capa- 
city, and naturally do alhthat they cun to 
keep the trade in their hands. How effectu- 
ally they can work withalitbe elevators in 
their hands, every grain man knows. Kansas 
City is very jealous of the growing importance 
ot Wichitaf desires to keep thatcity asa were 
feeder to itself, and does not wish 
it to become a great shipping point. 
The Chicage and Kansas City men have 
managed to jſorm an alliance with the rail- 
roads. During the most active period of the 
shipping season itis very dificult, often im- 
possible, toxetcars for St. Louls, although 
transportation to either Chicago or Kansas 
City is always readily obtainabie, and the 
elevators will not handle much St. Louis 
grain. ‘The result is that only a small propor 
tion of the great crop of the counties adjacent 
to Wichita, finds its way to this market, to 
the natural loss of St. Louis and 
Wichita. The Board of Trade realizes 
the situation, and some months 
ago passed resolutions setting forth the dis- 
advantages under which the city labored, and 
recommended that steps be taken to secure 
the co-operation of St. Louis capitalists in 
securing proper storage and transportation 
facilities. 

A DEPUTATION 

from the Board of Trade visited this city, 
conferred with the grain receivers and re- 
turned well pleased with the resuit of their 
efforts. The desired co-operation was secured 
and there is little doubt that in August a great 
elevator will be operated in connection 
with the St. puis market. The 
people here do not fully appreciate 
the importance of the Wichita market. 
Wichita is the natural center of the grain 
trade of seventeen counties, which last year 
produced over twenty-five million bushels of 
Wheat and corn. These figures, large as they 
seem, sre trifiing as compared with the real 
capacity of the district, which has been kept 
back by our pr«sent lack of transportation 
and storage facilities. With an elevator of 
750,000 bushels capacity, or even sinaliler, all 
this will be changed. What was first wanted 
wes an elevator of 250,000 bushels capacity, 
with large handling facilities, but 
the St. Louls geutlemen who are 
Interested in the scheme delleved that 
a larger elevator would glue better results, 
and I hope the final arrangements will be 
made ina day or two. The most conservative 
estimates place the gain to St. Louis at 20,000, - 
008 of corn and wheat in the first year, as the 
corn will follow the wheat, and tbis gain will 
be very materially increased year by year. 

THE GRAIN TRADE 
of Wichita will be directly tributary to St. Louis, 
and Wichita will contro] Southern Kansas and 
most ot Northern Texas. The Texas grain 
raisers are very anxious to join wjth Wichita 
in securing good St. Louis connections. The 
railroads have long been poerated solely in 
the interests of the Texas miliers, and when 
the matter was forced upon the attention 
of the Texas roads, they fiatly 
acknowledged 
and said that they would make no change. 
The Texas farmers are anxious to have a few 
small elevators, managed either from Wichita 
or st. Louis, erected, and it is likely that this 
will be done ifthe Wichita elevator accom. 
plisbes anything like what is oe of it. 
Of this there is no doubt in the minds of those 
who have carefully examined the situation, 
andlam ready to predict that witbin two 
yeare St. Louis will have quadrupled its grain 
trade with Southern Kansas and Nortuern 
ZTexas.’’

CURIOUs AND ROMANTIC, 


The Disappearance of George T. Allen and 
Remarriage of His Wife.

PALMER, Mass., June 26.—A curious chapter 
in the history of a life has just been unfolded 
in Belchertown, ten miles north of here. De- 
cember 14, 1860, George T. Allen married Jane 
Walker. The bride was only 17 and had 
numerous admirers. She brought a band- 
some dowry tothe man of her choice, and 
soon after their marriage he was established 
in the wholesale drug business in Springfield, 


where he did well. A few years ufter they 
went to Boston, where in A short 
time the property of the wife 
was all lost and Allen talled. He 
then became manager of a business located in 
Lowell, where be remained untilabout twelve 
yearsago. The couple had three children. 
In December, 1878, Allen left bis home for a 
business trip but since that time bas not been 
seen by bis wife. In afew weeks a lettercame 
stating that he was sick with rheumatic fever 
and would come home as soon as able. The 
children became ill, and the anx ety for her 
husband and the sickness finally affected Mrs. 
Alien’s mind, and ina year she was insane. 
Kecovering at last she sought news of her 
husband but in vain. She employed men 
in every State in the Union, in Canada and 
in Great britain, but could learn nothing of 
him. Detectives were put at work aad neither 
time or money spared, but Allen was not 
found. Mrs. Allen strugsled along, ecucat- 
ing her children as bestshe could, but after 
seven years of waiting for the absent son she 
received an offer of marriage from Edmund 
Willis, a wealthy widower, and she accepted. 
They were married in March, 1836 Willis was 
twenty-four vears his wife’s senior and par- 
alytic, but his was a comfortable home and 
she was content. All went well untila few 
days ago, when a letter was received from the 
Superintendent of the Insane Asylum at 
Taunton saying tunt George I. Allen was an 
inmate of the institution and asking 
that money and clothing be sent bim. 
Mrs. Allen at once left Willis and 
took up her abode in alittle old-fashioned 
farm house left ber from her father’s estate, 
and which had been long untenanted. A di- 
vorce from Allen has been applied for and 
will probably be granted in September, but as 
Willis is 70 years old, and as his wife would,of 
course, come iniorashare of the estate, bis 
children will make an emphatic protest 
against his marrying Mrs. Alien again. 
Where has Georve T. Allen been these eleven 
years? No one knows. He cannot tell. He 
can converse entertainingly upon almost any 
subject until the. conversation turns upon 
himself. Upon this subject he is wholly at 
seu. He cannot remember his age, name, his 
familly or anything concerning them. ‘These 
subjects seein to be a blank to him, and prob- 
ably will ever remain so.

New YORK, June 26.—F. O. Matthiessen and 
Henry R. Kuenhardt made a very unpleasant 
discove:y while examining the private papers 
of the late Wm. Alfred Wiechers. As execu- 
tors of Mr. Wiechers’ will they had conducted 
the probate proceedings with the idea that 
the only people who could have any possible 
claim upon his estate were his brothers and 
sisters and their children. Following out the 
instructions given them the executors con- 
verted the greater portion of the property 
into cash to make adivision between the 
heirs. At this juncture they came 
across a clew to a possible claimant 
who might interfere with their plans very 
materially and perhaps have the probate re- 
voked. Mr. Wiechers was a very wealthy 
mau and as a member of the great F. O. 
Matthi+ssen & Wiechers’ Sugar Refining Co. 
he was one of the leading business men in the 
city. He passed as a widower, with no heirs 
im a direct line to inherit his fortune. Many 
years ago he was married to Mrs. Abbie E. 
Hennerson, a widow with one son by a former 
marriage, David Henderson by name. Being 
childless himself, Mr. Wiechers took a pater- 
nalinterest in the welfare of his stepson, 
though he 

NEVER FORMALLY ADOPTED HIM. 

He executed his last will on April 7, 1884, 
appointing Messrs. Matthiessen and Kuen- 
hardt executors, and directing them to sell 
his property and to divide the proceeds into 
equal parts, one for each of his surviving 
brothers and sisters, one for the issue of any 
deceased brother or sister and one for the 
only daughter of his deceased half brother, 
Johannes Lassen. Mr. Wiechers dled on De- 
cember 14, 1888. His will was proved on Feb- 
ruary 28, 1889, and on Octoberl an inventory 
of his personal estate was filed by the execu- 
tors. This phowed that he carried $120,000 
insurance on his life, that the amount stand- 
ing to his credit on the books ofthe F. O, 
Matthiessen & Wiechers Co. was $257,106.48, 
and that his interest in the other 
assests of the company was 
$10,000; he held three certificates 
of stock inthe sugar refineries company of 
the agyregate par value of $1,080,700; he owned 
shares in the St. Lawrence Sugar Kefining Co. 
worth $23,000, and Chicago Refining Co.’s 
stock nominally worth $150,000. The par value 
of the persona! property, exclusive of real 
estate, was 31, 860, 436. 81; the appraised value, 
$1,645, 904. 25.

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TANGIER ISLAND BATTLE. 


The Plucky Islanders Drive Away Piratical 
Maryland Fishermen. 


By Telerranh to the Post-Disraton. 

ONANCOCK, Va., June 26.—Tangler Island is 
& long, low, sandy stretch of land lying in the 
Chesapeake Bay only a few miles south of the 
line that divides Maryland from Virginia. 
From the earliest settlement of the country 
Tangier bas been the home of a race of fisher- 
mon and oystermen. Just at this time many 
ofthe islanders are engaged in catching soft 


crabs, which abound in the waters of 
Taugier Sound. For some years past 
bad blood has been stirred up by the 
action of the fishermen who reside in the 
neighboring Maryland town of Crisfield, who 
have repeatediy committed depredations on 
the fishing grounds of the isianders. These 
outrages became so flagrant that the Tangeir 
men determined to putastop to them. Hay- 
ing satisfied themselves of their right to repel 
invasion, they made preparations to expel the 
Marylanders by force ot arms. Eariy Tuesday 
moreing they awoke to find Tangier 
ft und ewarming with Maryland irates, 

„ Were armed with rifles an bade 
6 to the pe ple of the island. Every 
1. owneda gun or a pistol was mus- 
1 17. service, and, embarking lud their 
lishing boats, they sailed out to meet the 
enemy. The battle raged with fury, while the 
shore of the isiand was lined with womees and 
Ohl ren., whose shouts and screams could be 
distinctly heard above the din o“ war. Finally 
the islanders succeeded in capturing several 
of the Maryland boats and the Marylanders, 
seeing that they were about to be surrounded, 
stood out Ipto the open bay and sailed rapidly 
homeward, botly pursued bythe stout men 
of Tangier, who followed them till their am- 
munition gave out. Late Tuesday afternoon 
the Marylanders returned with increased 
numbers to renew the fight, but on finding 
thatthe Islanders had also been reinforced 
they promised that if tue men of Tangier 
would restore the captives they would do 
away and never molest their Oshing grounds 
again. The terms were accepted and peace 
reigns again on the Chesapeake. No one is 
reported to bave been seriously wounded in 
the fight.
